Okeechobee Waterway Assn~ 
Nearing Three-Year Goals 


It has been approximate- 
ly 3 years since the O. W. 
A., was formed and adopt- 
ed three goals. In that time 
two-of its 3 goals have al- 
ready been accomplished: 
The establishment of « min- 
imum criteria for all brid- 
ges, and the\ortaining of a 
minimum of sxteen hours, 
daily continuc ;s locking fa- 
cilities. 

The third goal of the As- 
sociation calls for a mini- 
mum navigation channel of 
12' depth and 125’ bottom 
width. Even this goal does 
not appear to be as distant 
as might be believed. When 
present authorized work is 
completed the navigation 
channel across Florida will 
have a 12° depth for all its 
166.3 mile length with the 
exception of a distance of 
only 36.2 miles. There re- 
mains a distance of 21.1

Indian Reservation Gets 
Water Control Facilities 


A new pumping station 
to be maintained by the 
Central and Southern Flor- 
ida Flood Control District 
will alleviate periodic flood 
conditions for Seminole In- 
dians whose forefathers 
camped on tree islands in 
the marshy Everglades. Bids 
for construction of the sta- 
tion will be opened April 
7 by the Army Corps of 
Engineers which supervises 
building of structures. le- 
vees and canals to be oper- 
ated and maintained by the 
FCD. 

Cost of the station is esti- 
mated at $1 million. It will 
be located about 50 miles 
west of Fort Lauderdale 
within’ the State Seminole 
Indian Reservation about 40 
miles south of Lake Okee- 
chobee at Levee 28 on the 
western edge of FCD Con- 
srvation Area 3. 

Water pumped from the 
Indian lands to help reduce 
flooding within a 110 square 
milé area will flow into 
the Conservation Area, a 
sprawling water storage- 
wildlife preservation tract 
north of Everglades Nation- 
al Park. 

The successful pumping 
station bidder will be re- 
quired to construct a 26 
foot wide building 110 feet, 
long to house huge pumps 
already purchased at a cost 
of $451,338. Pump installa- 
tion is scheduled early in 
1967, but the contractor for 
the pumping station will be 
permitted more than two 
years (810 calendar days) 
to complete the entire job 

The pumping station is 

part of a comprehensive 
$68 million water control 
project for a 506-square mile 
area, including the State 
Seminole Indian Reserva- 
tion and Big Cypress Ind- 
ian Reservation, according 
to Ed Dail, FCD Executive 
Director. 

He said the overall drain- 
age area is located in north 
eastern Collier County, 
southeastern Hendry Coun- 
ty and the western strip of, 

Broward County.
